No. Ill, A Swarm of Butterflies in Bangkok. 

i\Iajt>r General P, B* E. Warming related the foIloAving obser 
vations to me, on the evening of the day they were made. 

On the 18th. April, commencing about 3.80 P. M., a v'^ast 
swarm of butterflies passed over the trees at tlie Phya Thai Palace 
Motel These bntterlbes were flying hi pairs. One of the pair was 
white with grey edging on the wing, the other grey with a darker 
eoknir edging tlie wing. They were flying from west to east against 
tlic wind. As they passed through the trees it was noticed that 
they rested on the leaves, ipiite momentarily, but always in pairs, 
then flew on again. Tdie swarm had a widtii, north to south, of 
about 300 uietres. The length oC the swarm, calculated by tlie speed 
r>f the moment, would be about 6 kilometres. The insects were 
Hying about 4 metres above the ground, up to a li eight of 14 or 15 
metres. The swarm was not very dense and took about two and a 
half hours to pass a given spot.
